Per Cent More Personal 
Property in Cook Coun- 
ty than Last Year. 


GRAND TOTAL HUGE SUM, 


Work of Col. Lewis Seen in In- 
crease of Cash Value to $2,- 
213,361,275 for All 
Classes of Holdings. 


The total 1906 assessed valuation of all 
personal property in Cook county, as re- 
turned last night by the board of review, is 
$114,979,510. This sum, multiplied by five, 
gives the real valuation of discovered per- 
sonal property in the county, including Chi. 
cago, at $574,897,550. 

This grand total of personal property is an 
increase of $32,042,371 over the final total of 
1905, which is a gain of 89 per cent. Also, it 
is an increase of $14,917,707 over the figures 
of the assessors this year. That istosay, the 
board of review raised personal assessments 
15 per cent. 

The gain was made largely in the south 
town, where it amounted to more than §17,- 
000,000 over the asseseors’ returns. This was 
due largely to the increases made upon the 
big estates, such as Marshall Field's and 
others that in the past had not been sched- 
uled at anything like their full valuation, and 
to the increases made by the reviewing body 
in the personalty valuations against large 
corporations. Much of the additional reve- 
nue that will be derived as a result of these 
increases is due to the efforts of Corporation 
Counsel James Hamilton Lewis and his spe- 
cial assistants.

South Town More, Others Less. 

Although there was a gain of over $17,000,- 
MO in the south town as compared with the 
returns this year by the board of assessors, 
the north town, the west town, the town of 
Lake, Lake View, Hyde Park, and Jefferson 
all show reductions. In the north town, how- 
ever, the reviewing board added nearly a 
million dollars to the figures as returned by 
it a year ago. The whole gain substantially 
was placed this year upon the south town. 

In the country towns there was a general 
tendency toward lowering of the figures, 
lightening the burden upon taxpayers. A 
large reduction was*made in Oak Park, being 
nearly $100,000. A still larger reduction was 
made in New Trier, due to the removal) of 
manufacturing enterprises. 

The tax rate last year was nearly 7 per 
cent in the larger towne on the assessed 
valuation, varying somewhat in different 
towns. With the same percentage the in- 
crease in tax revenue this year from personal 
property alone would be $2,242,965. The in- 
crease from real estate would be around 
$520,000. 

Wants More Tunnel Taxes. 

Corporation Counsel Lewis will ask for a 
reconvening of the board of review to raise 
the assesement of the Illinois Tunnel com- 
pany from $3,000,000 to $14,000,000 for the 
last two years In a bill for mandamus that 
he has under preparation. 

The bill will charge that the tunnel com- 
pany has issued $27,000,000 in bonds upon 
ite property, that it has authorized the issu- 
ance of $80,000,000 additional In bonds, and 
that it has $30,000,000 in capital stock.

the people, by the people, and for the people.’ 


America’s Great Responsibility. 


“TJ also return more deeply impressed than 
ever before with the responsibility which 
rests upon our netion as an examplar among 
the nations and more solicitous than we, 
avoiding the causes which have led other ne- 
tions to decay, may present a higher ideal 
than has ever before been embodied In a na- 
tional life and carry human progress to a 
higher plane than it has before reached. 

“I desire, moreover, to acknowledge in- 
Gebtednese to the American officials who 
have everywhere shown ue all possible cour- 
tesy and kindness. 

“TI do not know thatI can better show my 
appreciation of the welcome accorded me 
by my countrymen than to submit some 
suggestions drawn from observations dur- 
ing the last year. A Japanese educator, ad- 
dressing me through an interpreter, said: ‘I 
wish you would find the worst thing in Japan 
and tell us about it so that we may correct it’. 
I commended the generous spirit which he 
manifested, but assured him that I had not 
visited Japan in search of faults and blem- 
Ishes, but rather that I might find the beet 
things in Japan and take them home for the 
benefit of my own people. . , 

“Each nation can give lessons to every 
other, and while our nation is in a position 
to make the largest contribution, as I believe, 
to the education of the world, it ought to re- 
main in the attitude of a pupil and be ever 
ready to profit by the experience of others. 


Brings Message of Peace. 


“The first message that I bring from the 
old world is a message of peace. The cause 
of arbitration is making real progresein spite 
‘of the fact that the nations most promi- 
nent in the establishment of the Hague tribu- 
nal have themselves been engaged in wars 
since that court was organized. There is a 

tible growth in sentiment in favor of 
the settlement of international disputes by 
peaceful means. 

“Tt was my good fortune to be present at 
the last session of the Interparliamentary 
union which convened in London on July 23. 
Twenty-six nations were represented, and 
thege included ali the leading nations of the 
world. 

“This peace congress, as it is generally 
known, not only adopted resolutions in favor 
_ of the limitation of armaments and the ar- 
bitration of all questions relating to debts, 
Dut wnantmously endorsed the proposition 
that all questions of every nature should be 
submitted to an impartial tribunal for tnves- 
tigation, or to the mediation of friendly na- 
tions before hostilities are commenced. 


Lessens Danger of War. 


“Tt is not necessary to point out the im- 
portance of the position taken. The em- 
bodiment of the suggestion in treaties would 

@ long way toward removing the proba- 

ty of war. While the idea is of American 
origin, it was heartily accepted by the rep- 
resentatives of England, France, Germany, 
and other European countries. 

“I believe that if our nation would propose 
to make with every other nation a treaty pro- 
viding that all questions in dispute between 
the parties should be submitted to The Hague 
court or some other impartial international 
tribunal for investigation and report before 
_@ny declaration of war or commencement 
Of hostility, it would find many nations will- 
ing to enter into such a compact. 

“I am sure, from the public utterances of 
the present prime minister of Great Britain, 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, that such 
& treaty could be made between the two great 
English speaking nations, and their exam- 
ple would be followed until the danger of 
War would be almost, if not entirely, re- 
moved. 

“To take the lead ih such a movement 
would establish our position as a world power 
in the best sense of the term. And what ar- 
gument can be advanced against suc’ action 
on the part of the Unfted States? Shall we 
yield to any other nation in the estimate to 
be placed upon the value of human life? I 

_ confess that my aversion to killing increases 
with the years. Surely the creator did not 
so plan the universe as to make the progress 
of the race dependent upon wholesale blood 

letting. I prefer to believe that war, in- 
stead of being an agency for good, is rather 

an evidence of man's surrender to his pas- 
sions, and that one of the tests of civilization 

is man’s willingness to submit his controver- 
i to the arbitrament of reason than of 
orce. 


Navy Not a Debt Collector. 


“ Another subject connected with our for- 
eign relations: I venture to suggest that we 
may not only promote peace but also ad- 
Vance our commercial interests by announc- 
ing as a national policy that our navy will 
not be used for the collection of private debts. 
While protecting the lives of our citizens 
everywhere and guaranteeing the personal 
safety of all who owe allegiance to our flag, 
we should, in my judgment, announce that 
persons engaging in business and holding 
property in other lands for business purpores 
must be subject to the laws of the countries 
fm which they engage in business enterprises. 

“Many profitable fields of investment are 
now closed because the people of the smaller 

~ mations are afraid that an investment of for- 
eign capital will -be made an excuse for a 
foreign invasion. Several times on this trip 
this fact has been brought to my attention, 
and I am convinced that for every dollar we 
could secure to American investors by an 
attempt to put the government back of their 
rivate claims we should lose many dollars 

y closing the door to investment. 

“Mark the distinction between the pro- 
tection of the lives of our citizens and the 
use of the navy to guarantee a profit on in- 
vestments. We do not imprison for debt tn 
the United States, neither do we put men to 
death because of their failure to pay what 
they owe, and our moral prestige as well 

eur commercial interests will be con- 
rved by assuring all nations that Amer- 
yarn investments depend for protection upon 
mrne laws of the country to which the invest- 
‘Ore gO. 


Our Failure in Colonialism. 


“ Before leaving international politics let 
me add that our nation has lost prestige, 
Tather than gained it, by our experiment fn 
colonization. We have given the monarchist 
a chance to ridicule our declaration of inde- 
pendence and the scoffer has twitted us 
with the Inconsistency. A tour through the 
Philippine islands has deepened the convic- 
tion that we should lose no.time tn announ- 
feing our purpose to deal with the Filipinos 
as we dealt with the Cubans. 

“Every consideration, commercial and po- 
litical, leads to this conclusion. Such ground 

as we may need for coaling stations or for a 

naval base will be gladly conceded by the 
Filipinos, who simply desire an opportunity 
to work out their own destiny, inspired by 
our example and aided by our advice. In so 
far as our efforts have been directed toward 
the education of the Filipinos we have ren- 
Gereé them a distinct service, but in edu- 
cating them we must recognize that we ar. 
making colonialism impossible. 

“ If we intended to hold them as subjects we 
would not dare to educate them; self-govern- 
ment with ultimate independence must be 
aasumed if we contemplate universal educa- 
tion tin the Philippines. 

_ ™ Ag soon as opportunity offers I shal! dis- 
uss the Philippine question more in length 
_ené I shall also refer to Engitish rule in India, 
for it throws light upon our own problems 
in the Philippines, but these subjects must 
be reserved until I can speak more in detail. 


Where Europe Is Ahead. 


“In several of the nations of Europe the 
‘degislative department of government is more 
quickly responsive to public sentiment than 
is our congress. In England, for instance, 
where the ministry is formed from the dom- 
inant party, when an election is held upon 
any important issue the government pro- 
ceeds to put into law the will of the people 
expressed at the polis. 

While our system is superior in many re- 
spects it has one defect—viz.: that congress 
does not meet in regular session until thir- 
teen months after the election. During this 
period there is uncertainty long drawn out, 

, which to the business community is often 
more @amaging than a change of policy 
ptly carried into effect. 

*” Would not the situation be improvedby a 
eenstitutional amendment convening the first 
session of congress within a few months after

give the public the benefit of more relief 
through remedial legislation, but it would 
protect the people from the jobs that are 
usually for the short session, which 
is now held after the election, and when 
many of the members feel less responsi- 
bility because of their defeat at the polls. 


People to Elect United States Senators. 


“I return more convinced than before of 
the importance of a change in the method 
of electing United States senators. There 
is naticeabie everywhere a distinct move- 
ment toward democracy in its broadest 
sense. In all the countries which I have vis- 
ited there is a demend that the government 
be brought nearer to the people. In China a 
constitution. is under consideration. In 
Japan the people are demanding that the 
ministry, instead of being chogen by the em- 
péeror from among his particular friends, 
shall be selected from parliament and be in 
harmony with the dominant sentiment; in In- 
dia there is agitation in favor of a native 
congress; in Russia the czar has been com- 
pelled to recognize the popular voice in the 
establishment of a..duma, and throughout 
Europe the movement manifests itself in 
various forms. | : 

“In the United States this trend toward 
democracy has taken the form of a growing 
demand for the election of United States sen- 
ators by a direct vote of the people. It must 
be difficult te overestimate the strategic ad- 
vantage of this reform, for since every Dill 
must receive the sanction of the senate as 
well as of the house of representatives 
before it can become a law, no important leg- 
islation of a national character is possible 
until the senate is brought into harmony with 
the people. 

“I am within the limits of the truth when I 
say that the senate has been for some years 
the bulwark of predatory wealth and that 
it even now contains so many members who 
owe their election to favor-seeking corpora- 
tions and are so subservient to their masters 
as to prevent needed legislation. The popular 
branch of congress has four times declared 
in favor of this reform by a two-thirds vote 
and more than two-thirds of the states have 
demanded it; and yet the senate arrogantly 
and impudently blocks the way. | 


Wants the Income Tax. 


“ The income tax which some in our coun- 
try have denounced as a socialistic attack 
upon wealth has, I am pleased to report, the 
indorsement of the most conservative coun- 
tries in the old world. It is a permanent 
part of the fiscal system of most of the 
countries of Europe, and in many places ft 
is a graded tax, the rate being highest upon 
the largest incomes. England has long de- 
pended upon the income tax fora consider- 
able part of her revenues and an English 
commission is now investigating the propo- 
sition to change from a uniform to a graded 
tax. 

“T have been absent too long to speak with 
any authority on the public sentiment in this 
country at this time, but I am so convinced 
of the justice of the income tax that I feel 
sure that the people will sooner or later de- 
mand an amendment to the constitution 
which will specifically authorize an income 
tax and thus make it possible for the bur- 
dens of the federal government to be ap- 
portioned among. the people in proportion 
to their ability to bear them. 

“It is little short of a disgrace to our 
country that while it is able to command 
the lives of its citizens in time of war, it 
cannot, even in the most extreme emergency, 
compel wealth to bear its share of the ex- 
penses of the government which protects it. 


Capital and Labor Dispute. 


“TI have referred to the Investigation of 
international controversies under a system 
which does not bind the parties to accept 
the findings of the court of inquiry. This 
plan can be used in disputes between labor 
and capital, in fact, it was proposed as a 
means of settling such disputes before it was 
applied to international controversies. It is 
as important that we shall have peace at 
home as that we shall live peaceably with 
neighboring nations, and peace is only pos- 
sible when it rests upon justice. In advocat- 
ing arbitration of differences between large 
corporate employers and their employés I 
believe we are defending the highest inter- 
ests of the three parties to the disputes—viz.: 
the employers, employés, and the public. 

“The employé cannot be turned over to 
the employer to be ‘dealt with as the em- 
ployer may please. The question sometimes 
asked: ‘Can I not conduct my business to 


suit myself?’ is a plausible one, but when a 


may in conducting his business attempts to 
arbitrarily fix the condition under which 
hundreds of employés are to live and to 
determine the future oMhousands of human 
beings, I anewer without hesitation that he 
has no right to conduct his own business in 
such a way as to deprive his employés of 
their right to life, liberty, and the pursuit 
of happiness. 

“ To support this position, I need only refer 
to the laws regulating the safety of mines, 
the factory laws. fixing the age at which 
children can be employed, and usury laws 
establishing the rate of interest. 

“The effort of the employer to settle dif- 
ferences without arbitration has done much 
to embitter him against those who work for 
him and to estrange them from him—a con- 
dition deplorable from every standpoint, 


Employes Not Unselfish. 


“But if it is unwise to make the employer 
the sole custodian of the rights and interests 
of the employes, it is equally unwise to give 
to the employes uncontrolled authority over 
the rights and interests of the employer. 
The employes are no more to be trusted to act 
unselfishly and disinterestedly than the em- 
ployers. In their zeal to secure a present aa- 
vantage they may not only do injustice but 
even forfeit a larger future gain. The strike. 
the only weapon of the employe at present. is 
a two-edged sword and may injure the work- 
man as much asthe employer, and even when 
wholly unsuccessful is apt to leave a rank- 
ling in the bosom of the wage earner that 
should not be there. 

“Society, moreover, has something at stake 
as well as the employer and employe, for 
there can be no considerable strike without 
considerable injury to the public. Society, 


differences between capital and labor shal! 
be settled by peaceful means. If a permanent 
impartial board is created to which either 
party of an industrial dispute may ap- 
peal, or which can of its ewn mo- 
tion institute an Inquiry, public opinion 
may be relied upon to enforce the finding. 
If there is compulsory submission to investi- 
gation it is not necessary that there shall be 
compulsory acceptance of the decision. for 
a full and fair investigation will in almost 
every case bring about a settlement. 


Government by Injunction. 

“ Ne reference to the labor question is com- 
plete that does not include some mention of 
what is known as government by injunction. 
As the main purpose of the writ is to evade 
trial by jury, it is really an attack upon the 
jury system and ought to arouse an unani- 
mous protest. So long as the meanest thief 
ie guaranteed a trial by jury, a jury ought 
not to be denied to wage earners. However, 
as the writ ie usually invoked in case of a 
strike, the importance of the subject would 
be much reduced by the adoption of a sys- 
tem of arbitration, because arbitration would 
muvh reduce, even if it did not entirely re- 
move, the probability of a strike. 

“ Just another word in regard to the 1a- 
boring man. The struggle to secure an 
eight hour day is an international struggle 
and it is sure to be settled in favor of the 
workingman's contention. The benefits of 
the labor saving machine have not been dis- 
tributed with equity. The producer has enor- 


mously ultiplied his capacity, but «0 far 
the ower ofthe machine has received too 
much of the ihcrease and the laborer too 


little. 

“ Those who oppose the eight hour day do 
it, IT am convinced, more because of igno- 
rance of conditions than because of lack of 
sympathy with those who toil. The removal 
of work from the house to the factory has 
separated the husband from his wife and the 
father from his children, while the growth of 
our cities has put an increasing distance be- 
tween the home and the workshop. 

“ Then, too, more is demanded of the la- 
boring man now than formerly; he is a citi- 
zen as well as a laborer, and must have time 
for the study of public questions, if he is to 
be an intelligent sovereign. To drive him 
from his bed to his task and from his task 
back to his bed is to deprive the family of 
hie companionship, society of-his service, and 
politics of his influence.

I have not had an opportunity to 
make a democratic speech for almost a year, 
and no one—not even a political enemy— 
could be so cruel as to forbid me to speak of 
those policies on this occasion. 

“Our opponents have derived not only 
partisan pleasure but also partisan advantage 
from the division caused in our party by the 
money question. They ought not, therefore, 
begrudge us the satisfaction that we find in 
the fact that unexpected conditions have re- 
moved tne cause of our differences and per- 
mitted us to present a united front on present 
issues. 


Victory for Gold and Silver. 


“The unlooked for and unprecedented iIn- 
crease in the production of gold has brought 
a victory is both«-the advocates of gold and 
the advocates of bimetallism—the former 
keeping the gold standard which they wanted 
and the latter securing the larger volume of 
money for which they contended. 

“We who favor bimetallism are satisfied 
with our victory if the friends of mono- 
metallism are satisfied with theirs. And we 
can invite them to a contest of zeal and 
endurance iff the effort to restore to the peo- 
ple the rights which have been gradually 
taken from them by the trusts. 

“The investigations which have been in 
progress during the last year have disclosed 
the business methods of those who a few 
years ago resented any inspection of their 
schemes and hid their rascality under high 
sounding phrases. These investigations have 
also disclosed the sources of enormous cam-~ 
paign funds, which have been used to de- 
bauch elections and corrupt the ballot. 


Peril in Campaign Contributions. 


“The people see now what they should 
have seen before—namely: that no party can 
exterminate the trusts so long as it owes ils 
political success to campaign contributions 
secured from the trusts. The great corpora- 
tions do not contribute their money to any 
party except for immunity expressly prom- 
ised or clearly implied. 

“The president has recommended legisia- 
tion on this subject, but so far his party has 
failed to respond. No tmportant advance 
can be made until this baneful influence is 
eliminated, and I hope that the democratic 
party will not only challenge the republican 
party to bring forward effective legislation 
on the subject, but will set an example by re- 
fusing to receive campaign contributions 
from corporations and by opening the books 
so that every contributor of any considerable 
sum may be known to the public before the 
election. 

“The great majority of corporations are 
engaged in legitimate business and have noth- 
ing to fear from hostile legislation, and the 
officers should not be permitted to use the 
money of the stockholders to advance their 
own political opinions. Contributions should 
be individual, not corporate, and no party 
can afford to receive contributions even from 
individuals when the acceptance of these con- 
tributions secretly pledges the party to a 
course which it cannot openly avow. Im 
other words, politics should be honest, and I 
mistake political conditions in America if 
they do not presage improvement in the con- 
duct of campaigns. 


Trust Issue Is Paramount. 


“While men may differ as to the relative 
importance of issues, and while the next con- 
gress will largely shape the lines upon 
which the coming presidential campaign 
will be fought, I think it is safe to say that 
at present the paramount issue in the minds 
of a large majority of the people is the trust 
issue. 

‘TIT congratulate President Roosevelt upon 
the steps which he has taken to enforce the 
anti-trust law, and my gratification is not 
lessened by the fact that he has followed the 
democratic rather than the republican plat- 
form in every advance he has made. 

‘* It has been a great embarrassment to him 
that the platform upon which he was elected 
was filled with praise of the republican par- 
ty’s record rather than with promises of re- 
form. Even the enthusiastic support given 
him by the democrats has enabled the cham- 
pions of the trusts to taunt him with follow- 
ing democratic leadership. He has probably 
gone as far as he could without incurring 
the hostility of the leaders of his own party. 
The trouble is that the republican party is 
in a position to apply effective and thorough- 
going reforms, because it has built up, 
though special legislation the very abuses 
which need to be eradicated. 


Asks, What Is a Trust? 


“Before any intelligent action can be 
taken against the truste we must have a 
definition of a truet. Because no corpora- 
tion has an absolute and complete monopoly 
of any important product, the apologists for 
the trusts sometimes insist that there are 
in reality no trusts. Others insist that it 
is impossible to legigiate againet such trusts 
‘as may exist without doing injury to legiti- 
mate business. For the purpose of this dis- 
cussion it is sufficient to draw the line at the 
point where competition ceases to be effective 
and to designate as a trust any corporation 
which controls so much of the product of any 
article that it can fix the terms and condi- 
tions of sale. 

“ Legislation which prevents a monopoly 
not only does not injure legitimate business 
but actually protects legitimate business 
from injury. . We are indebted to the younger 
Rockefeller for an illustration which makes 
this distinctionclear. In defending the trust 
system he is quoted as saying that, as the 
American beauty cannot be brought to per- 
fection without pinching off ninety-nine buds, 
so that the one hundredth bud can receive the 
full strength of the bush, so great industrial 
organizations are impossible without the 


elimination of the smallerones. Itisa cruel 


illustration, but it paints a perfectly accurate 
picture of trust methods. 


Where Democracy Stands. 


“The democratic party champions the 
cause of the ninety-nine enterprises which 
are menaced; they must not be sacrificed 
that one great combination may flourish, and 
when the subject is understood we shall re- 
ceive the cordial support of hundreds of 
thousands of business men who have them- 
selves felt the oppression of the trusts, or 
who, having observed the effect of the trusts 
upon others, realize that their safety lies 
not in futile attempts at the restraint of 
trusts but in legislation which will make a 
private monopoly impossible. 

“ There must be no mistaking of the issue 
and no confusing of the line of battle. The 
trust as an institution will have few open 
defenders. The policy of the trust magnates 
will be to insist upon ‘ reasonable legisla- 
tion,’ and then they will rely upon their 
power to corrupt legislators and intimidate 
executives to prevent the application of any 
remedies which would interfere with the 
trusts. Our motto must be: ‘A private 
monopoly is indefensible and intolerable,’ 
and our plan of attack must contemplate 
the total 
monopoly principle in industry, 


No Quarrel Over Remedies. 

“ We need not quarrel over remedies. We 
must show ourselves willing to support any 
remedy which promises substantial advan- 
tages to the people in their warfare against 
monopoly. Something ie to be expected from 
the’enforcement of the criminal clause of the 
Sherman anti-trust law, but this law must 
be enforced not against a few trusts, as at 
present, but against all trusts, and the aim 
must be to imprison the guilty, not merely 
to recover a fine. g 

** What is a fine of $1,000, or even $10,000, to 
a trust which makes $100,000 while the trial 


is in progress?

If 
onment is too severe a punishment 

eminently respectable gentlemen who rob 
80,000,000 people of hundreds of Millions 
of dollars annually, the languagej of the 
statute ought to be changed, for nothing is 
more calculated to breed anarchy fhan the 
failure to enforce the law against rich crim- 


inals while it is rigidly enforced against 
petty offenders. 


Existing Laws Not Enough. 


“ But it is not sufficient to enforce existing 
laws. If ten corporations conspiring to- 
gether in restraint of trade are threatened 
to punishment, all they have to do now is to 
dissolve their separate corporations and turn 
their property over to a new corporation. 
The new corporation can proceed to do the 
same thing that the separate corporations 
attempted and yet not violate the law. 

‘We nedd, therefore, new legislation, and 
the republican party not only fails to enact 
such legislation, but fails even to promise it. 
The democratic party must be prepared to 
propose new and efficient legislation. 

“ Recent investigations have brought to 
light that nearly all crookedness revealed in 
the. management of our large corporations 
has been due to the duplication of director- 
ates. A group of men organized, or Obtained 
control of several corporations doing business 
with each other and then proceeded to swin- 
die the stockholders of the various corpora- 
tions for which they acted. No man can 
serve two masters, and the director who at- 
tempts to do so will fail, no matter how much 
money he makes before his failure is dis- 
covered. Many of the trusts control prices 
by the same methods. The same group of 
men secure control of several competing cor- 
porations and the management is thus con- 
solidated. It is worth while to consider 
whether a blow may not be struck at the 
trusts by a law making it illegal for the same 
person to act as director or officer of two cor- 
porations which deal with each other or are 
engaged in the same genera! business. 


Suggests a Federal License. 


“A still more far reaching remedy was 
proposed by the democratic platform of 1900— 
namely: the requiring of corporations to 
take out a federal license before engaging 
in interstate commerce. This remedy is sim- 
ple, easily applied, and comprehensive. The 
requiring of a license would not embarrass 
legitimate corporations—it would’ scarcely 
inconvenience them—while it would confine 
the predatory corporations to the state of 
their origin. 

* Just as a license to sell liquor leaves the 


| possessor of the license to sell only in accord- 


ance with the laws of the state in which he 
resides, so a corporate license granted by a 
federal commission would not interfere with 
the right of each state to regulate foreign 
corporations doing business within its bor- 
ders. If corporations were required to take 
out a fe@leral license the federal government 
then could issue the license upon the terms 
and conditions which would protect the pub- 
lic. 

“A corporation differs froma human being 


in that it has no natural rights, and, as all 


of its righte are derived from the statutes, it 
can be limited or restrained according as the 
public welfare may require. 

“The control which congress has over tn- 
terstate commerce is oomplete, and if con- 
gress can prevent the transportation of a 
lottery ticket through the 4nails, by the ex- 
press companies, or by freight it certainly 
can forbid the use of the mails, the Trailways, 
and the telegraphs to any corporation which 
is endeavoring to monopolize an article of 
commerce, and no party can long be credited 
with sincerity if it condemns the trusts with 
words only and then permits the trusts to em- 
ploy all the instrumentalities of interstate 
commerce in the carrying out of their nefari- 
ous plane.

Tariff Allied to Trusts. 

“The tariff question is closely allied to the 
trust question, and the reduction of the tariff 
furnishes an easy means of limiting the ex- 
tortion which the trusts can practice. 

‘* While absolute free trade would not nec- 
essarily make a trust impossible, still ft is 
probable that few manufacturing establish- 
ments would dare to enter into the trust if 
the president were empowered to put on the 
free list articles competing with those con- 
trolled by a trust. 

‘While I shall take occasion at an early 
day to consider the tariff question more at 
length, I cannot permit this opportunity to 
pass without expressing the opinion that the 
principles embodied in the protective tariff 
have been the fruitful source of a great deal 
of political corruption as well as the support 
of many of our most iniquitous trusts. It is 
dificult to condemn the manufacturers for 
uniting to take advantage of a high tariff 
schedule when the schedule is framed on the 
theory that the industries need all the pro- 
tection given, and it is not likely that the 
beneficiaries of these schedules will consent 
to their reduction so long as the public waits 
by its friends. 


Worst Featufe’of the Tariff. 


“But one of the worst features of the 
tariff levied not for revenue but for the 
avowed purpose of protection is that it fos- 


to adwance their own financial interests. The 
manufacturer has been assured that it is 
jegitimate for him to vote for congressmen 
who, whatever their opinions on other sub- 
jects may be, will legislate larger dividends 
into his. pockets; sheep growers have been 
encouraged to believe that they should have 
no higher aim in voting than to raise the 
price of wool, and laboring men have been 
urged to make their wages their only con- 
cern. 

“For a generation the ‘fat’ has been 
fried out of the manufacturers by the re- 
publican congressional committee, and then 
the manufacturers have been reimbursed by 
legislation. With the public conscience edu- 
cated to believe that this open purchase of 
legislation was entirely proper, no wonder 
companies have used the 
money of their policy holders to carry elec- 
tions—no wonder that trusts have hastened to 
purchase immunity from punishment with 
liberal donations. 


As to Selling Notes. 

“How can we draw a moral distinction 
between the man who sells his vote for $5 on 
election day and the manufacturer who sells 
his political influence for $50,000 or $100,000, 
payable in dividends? How can we draw a 
moral line between the senator or congrese- 
men elected by the trusts to prevent hostile 
legislation and the senator or congressmen 
kept in congress by the manufacturers to se- 
cure friendly legislation? The party which 
justified the one form of bribery cannot be 
relied upon to condemn the other. 

‘There never was a time when tariff re- 
form could be more easily entered upon, for 
the manufacturers by selling abroad cheaper 
than at home, as many of them. do, have not 
only shown their ingratitude toward those 
who built the tariff wall for them but they 
have demonstrated their ability to sell in 
competition with the world. The high tariff 
has long been a burden to the consumers 
in the United States, and it is growing more 
and more egnace to our foreign commerce 
because {it arduses resentment and provokes 
retaliation, 


“Sakes Up Railroad Rates. 

“The railroad question is also interwoven 
with the trust question. Nearly all the pri- 
vate monopolies have received rebates or 
secured other advantages over competitors. 
Absolute equality of treatment at the hands 
of the railroads would go far toward crip- 
pling the trusts, and I rejoice that the presi- 
d@nt has had the courage to press the ques- 
tion upon congress. While the law, as it was 
fihally distorted by the senate, is not all iuat 
gould be wished, it deserves a fair trial. 

** Rate regulation was absolutely necessary 
and it furnishes some relief from the unbear- 
able conditions which previously existed; but 
we must not forget .wat the vesting of this 
enormous power in the hands of the commis- 
sion appointed by the president introduces a 
new danger. If an appointive board has the 
power to fix rates, and can, by the exercise 
of that power, increase or decrease by hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars the annual rev- 
enues of the railroads, will not the railroads 
feel that they have a large pecuniary inter- 
est In the election of a president friendly to 
the railroads? 

“Experience has demonstrated that munic- 
ipal corruption is largely traceable to the 
fact that -franchise corporations desire to 
control the city council and thus increase 
their dividends. Iftheir managers adopt the 
same policy the sentiment in favor of the 
ownership of the railroads by the govern- 
ment is likely to increase as rapidly through- 
out the country as the sentiment in favor of 
on ownership has increased in the 
cities. 


Government Must Own Railroads. 


“TI have already reached the conclusion 
that railroads partake so much of the nature 
of a monopoly that they must ultimately be- 
come public property and be managed by 
public officials in the interest of the whole 
community in accordance with the well de- 
fined theory that public ownership is neces- 
sary where competition is impossible. 

“I do not know that the country is ready 


for this change. I do not know that a ma- 


KM i far easier to prevent a jority of my own party favor it, but I believe 


that an increasing number of the members 

of all parties see in public ownership the 

sure remedy for discriminations between 

persons and politics and for the extortionate 

rates for the carrying of freight and passen- 
ers. 

* Believing, however, that the operation of 
all the railroads by the federal government 
would result in a centralization which would 
all but obliterate state Mnes, I prefer to see 
only the trunk lines operated by the federal 
governmem and the local lines by the several 
state governments. 

“Some have opposed this dual ownership 
as impracticable, but investigation in Bu- 
rope has convinced me that it is entirely 
practicable. Nearly al the railroads of Ger- 
many are owned by the several states, the 
empire .not even owning the trunk lines, and 
yet the interstate traffic is in no wise ob- 
structed. 

‘In traveling from Constantinople to Vien- 
na one passes through Turkey, Bulgaria, 
Servia, Hungary, and a part of Austria with- 
out a change of cars, and yet each country 
owns and operates its own roads and differ- 
ent la 8 are spoken on the different 
Givisions of the lines. 

“Sweden and Norway each owns its ralfi- 
roads, but they have no trouble about inter. 
state traffic, although their politica? rela- 
tione are strained. 


“The ownership and operation of the local 


lines ‘by the several state governments is not 
only feasible but it suits itself to the condi- 
tions existing in the various states. In those 
states where the people are ripe fora change 
the local lines can be purchased or new lines 
be built at once, while private ownership 
can continue in those states in which the peo- 
ple still prefer private ownership. Some 
states have been more careful than others to 
prevent the watering of stock, and in the 
acquiring of roads each state can act aceord- 
ing to the situation which it has to meet. 


Right to Own Railroads. 


“ As to the right of the governments, fed- 
eral and state, to own and operate railroads 
there can be no doubt. If we can deepen the 
water in the lakes and build connecting 
canals in order to cheapen railroad trans- 
portation during half of the year we can 
build a railroad and cheapen rates the whole 
year; if we can spend several hundred mil- 
lions on the Panama canal to lower trans- 
continental rates we can build‘a railroad from 
New York to San Francisco to lower both 
transcontinental and local rates. The United 
States mail is increasing so rapidly that we 
shall soon be able to pay the interest on the 
cost of trunk lines out of the money which 
we - ng pay to railroads for carrying through 
mails. 

“If any of you question the propriety of 
my mentioning this subject, I beg to remind 
you that the president could not have secured 
the passage of the rate bill had he not ap- 
pealed to the fear of the more radical remedy 
of government ownership, and nothing will 
so restrain the rallroad magnates from at- 
tempting to capture the interstate commerce 
commission as the same fear. The high 
handed manner in which they have violated 
law and ignored authority, together with the 
corruption discovered in high places, has 
done more to create sentiment in favor of 
public ownership than all the speeches and 
arguments of the opponents of private own- 
ership. 

“I have referred to the railroad question 
as a part of the trust question because they 
are so interwoven that it is difficult to con- 
sider one without the other. 


Back to the Trusts Again. 

“ Just a word more in regard to the trusts. 
Some defend them on the ground that they 
are an economic development and that they 
cannot be prevented without great injury to 
our industrial sysiem. Thie may be an- 
wered in two ways: 

“First, trusts are a political development 
rather than an economic one; and, second, 
the trust syetem cannot be permitted to con- 
tinue even though it did result in a net 
economic gain. It is political because it 
rests upon the corporation and the corpora- 
tion rests upon a statutory foundation. 

“ The trust, inetead of being a natural de- 
velopment, is a form of legalized larceny and 
can exist only so long as the law permits it 
to exist. That there is an economic advan- 
tage in production on a large scale may be 
admitted, but because a million yards of 
cloth can be produced in one factory at a 
lower price per yard than one hundred thou- 
sand yards can be produced in the same fac- 
tory, it does not follow that cloth would be 
produced at a still lower price per yard if all 
the cloth consumed in the United States were 
produced in one factory or under one manage- 
ment. 

“There is a@ point beyond which the 
economic advantage of large production 
ceases. The moment an industry approaches 
the position of a monopoly it begins to lose 
in economic efficiency, for a monopoly dis- 
courages invention, invites deterioration in 
quality, and destroys a most potent factor 
in production—viz. : individual ambition. 


No Industrial Despotism.

New York, Aug. 30.—[Special]—The great 
erowd which filled Madison $quare garden to 
hear William Jennin an speak was 

. ftself a feature of one of the most remarkable 
demonstrations that has been witnessed in 
New York for many a year. 

It was a crowd which contrasted strangely 
with the throng which filled the garden ten 
years ago. In 1896 the crowds came of curi- 
esity te see an enemy who had “invaded’’ 
their city—“‘invaded"” was Bryan’s own word. 
Tonight's crowds came to see—not an enemy, 
but a conqueror—a man who had triumphed 
over (hem and one whom they were as eager 
to acclaim as ten vears ago they had been as 
frantic to condemn. 

The people began to assemble ifi the garden 
as early as 6:30 p. m. About 1,500 camp 
stools had been placed on the floor in the body 
of the house, leaving the two ends of the 
ellipse open for standers. A speakers’ ros- 
trum had been erected on the north side of 

the auditorium, and it was draped with flags. 
On its front was a reproduction of the nation- 
al seal about five feet in diameter. At the 
éast end a platform had been bullt for the 


band, and this was also decorated with flags. 


The Nebraska coat’of arms-hung from a 
balcony above the band stand. 

Along the balcony, back of the speakers’ 
rostrum, was a streamer bearing the words 
“ Commercial Travelers’ Anti-Trust League,” 
and to the west of that was another bearing 
these words: “ Iroquois Club of Chicago— 
Welcome to Bryan."’ 

Aside from these there were no decorations, 
and the only other bit of color in the garden 
was supplied by the thousands of: smal] 
Arerican flags that had been put in each 
geal. 


Audience in White Waists. 


It was a white waisted and white shirted 
Sudience that soon filled the seats. Most of 
the men shed their coats and waistcoats. 
Now and then a man in evening dress swel- 
tered in these stiff garments, but as a rule 
the people adopted *‘ home folks ”’ 
comfort to the extent that it was next to 
impossible to tell exactly where the real 
“home folks” were seated. An occasional 
comanche yell revealed where some of the 
westerners were seated, and a sharp, shrill 
yell, that resembled a screech, showed where 
the southerners were congregated when the 
band played “ Dixie.’’ 

Otherwise, it was impossible to classify the 
audience, one-half of whom were women 
in summer white things, in any way than a8 
& perspiring mass, stripped of clothing as far 
as propriety would allow, and eager to see 
the man already as good as nominated for 
the presidency by the democrats because of 
the halo which eight months of travel about 
the globe had thrown around him. 

The first sign of enthusiasm came at 7:12 
o'clock, when the band started up. Soona 
delegation entered the balcony back of the 
speakers’ stand carrying a flag that wassaid 
to be the state flag of Maryland, It looked 
like a heraldic banner and was divided into 
four parts with @risscross devices and yellow 
and red galore and cross emblems in the cor- 
ners. 

Immediately a cry arose to know what the 
flag was. One irreverent man said he guessed 
. 4 was a trophy that Mr. Bryan had brought 

home from the orient because it looked like 

@ cross between a Chinese banner and a 

Malay pirate’s ensign. A Maryland man who 

heard the remark said across some seats. 

“I am sorry, sir, that I cannot get near 
you, for I should make you apologize for 
that or take the consequences.’’

With his wife, W. A. Fdllans- 
bee, George Wilson, and William Astor Chan- 
dler, he stalked to his box and the south side 
went nearly wild. 

While this Hearstian tempest was going 
on Mr. Bryan slipped in under the speakers’ 
stand and was marching to the front before 
the people saw him. It was right about face 
at once. 

Mr. Hearst got the cold shoulder for his 
and the crowd jumped and howled and waved 
flags for about three minutes.

Folk, Mayor Johnson, and 
others, which took on the nature of 4 genuine 
love feast, 

While the crowd in the big auditorium 
stood on its feet and cheered Mr. Bryan was 
escorted out of the middle entrance on Twen- 
ty-seventh street to the automobile which 
was in waiting there. He was driven around 
the corner and down to the outdoor stand 
on the corner of Twenty-fifth street and 
Madison avenue. The police had the stand 
roped off and there was a cordon of police 
about the structure, but the crowds pushed 
in so closely that the autOmobile was held 
up several feet away from the stand and Mr. 
Bryan had. te thread his,way through the 
cheering spectators. After the noise of his 
reception had subsided. he spoke briefly. 

After Mr. Bryan had concluded he was 
whisked by automobile around to the Vic- 
torla hotel. Just as he stepped from the ma- 
chine he saw Mr. Hearst standing in the 
doorway. 

“Hello, Hearst,’’ said Bryan, and he 
crossed over and shook him cordially by the 
hand.

Bryan leaned on the rail and carried a palm 
leaf fan in hig right hand. He was dressed 
in a black frock coat and wore his accus- 
tomed white tie. 

Mr. Bryan gloomily fixed his eyes on space, 
somewhere near the center of the garden, and 
waited. His face grew grave. He finally cast 
his eyes down. His mouth twitched slightly. 
There was a suggestion of tears in his eyes 
and he closed them. Then he looked about 
again and fanned himself gently. Again his 
emotions seemed to get the better of him and 
he shut his eyes. 

The cheers had been going on for two min- 
utes when they showed signs of falling off.

BRYAN GREETED ON ARRIVAL. 


Lands from Launch and Heads Parade 
to Hotel Victoria, Where He Thanks 
Crowd for Reception. 


New York, Aug. 30.—[Special.]—It was just 
4 o'clock this afternoon when Mr. Bryan 
landed at the Battery from a launch of the 
yacht Illini and paraded up through Man- 
hattan at the head of twenty-three carriages. 
The yacht had arrived off pier A a half-hour 
before, but the start ashore was delayed be- 
cause Mr. Bryan insisted upon shaving with 
Lewis Nixon's safety razor and hunting upa 
clean collar. 

“©, everybody in New York has a wilted 
collar today,’ insisted Mr. Nixon. 

“ Well,” replied the Conservative Force, 
“I'm glad I’m with the majority for once 
in my Hfe.”’ 

Then Mr. Bryan climbed into the launch and 
the parade was started. 

There was a tooting of whistles from har- 
bor craft and cheers from about 3,000 people 
gathered about the Battery wall when the 


little brown launch shot shdOreward and the 


unterrified saw sitting amidships the classic 
brow of the Nebraskan gleaming in the sun. 
Then, as the launch drew up to the pler and 
the classic dome heaved skyward and the 
crowd noted the fancy gray felt hat and the 
trouser wrinkles of dearest memory, happy 
cries of ‘‘ He’s came!’’ escaped from the small 
boy and undignified but fervent yells of 
‘* Willie’s off the yacht.’ 


Greeted by McGowan and Folk. 


And as Mr. Bryan stepped ashore his hand 
was grasped by Acting Mayor McGowan, 
who, with Gov. Folk of Missouri, had stepped 
forward to greet him. 

In a few words the mayor welcomed Mr. 
Bryan to the city, and Mr. Bryan just as 
briefly thanked Mr. McGowan. Then, while 
the mayor grasped Mr. Bryan by his strong 
right arm and led him up the gangavay to 
the top of the wall, the camera regiments 
and moving picture machines rattled away 
like rivet drivers. 

The twenty-three carriages that had been 
lying to along the asphalt offing now ad- 
vanced, and into the first carriage climbed 
Mr. Bryan, followed by Mayor McGowan, 
Gov. Folk, and William.Hoge, the commer- 
cial travelers’ anti-trust magnate. 

In the second carriage were Tom L. John- 
eon—whom a roundsman had tried to throw 
out of the police lines earlier in the after- 
noon—Alexander Troup of Connecticut, Na- 
tional Committeeman Norman HE. Mack, and 
Nathan Straus. 

As the Bryan carriage started toward 
Broadway Bryan stood up and waved the 
gray hat toward Mrs. Bryan ahd Miss Grace 
Bryan, his daughter, who were seated in a 
red touring car along the curb of the plaza. 
Then, like a Long Island funeral, half the 
reporters of the town feil in line and ac- 
knowledged the plaudits of the “ peepul”’ 
with quiet ease and graciousness.

Big Gaps Along Curb. — 

All the pian*erbund beit, from Bowling 
green to Fulton street, threw confetti in 
the form of ticker tape at the passing show. 
Like flurries of snow, the thin white stream- 
ers trailed down from high office windows 
and got all tangled up with the horses. The 
fronts of the buildings soon were draped 
with the streamers, and the horses of the 
mounted police who headed the patade did 
some ground and lofty shying in consequence. 

If the office boy demonstration of lower 
Broadway were continued all along the line 
even the home folk would have had no kick. 
But up in the colder regions of the farthest 
north distressingly big gaps began to ap- 
pear along the curb, lke teeth knocked out. 
And when the parade reached Fiftieth street

With the help of Police Captain 
Schlottman and his men, however, Mr. Bryan 
got aboard the hotel rotunda, fought his 
way upstairs, and In a few minutes answered 
the yells of the crowd by appearing on a bal- 
cony on the Twenty-seventh street side of 
the hotel. 


Quiet When Bryan Speaks. 


Many minutes of tickled hooting followed 
the first flash of the silvery dome on the bal- 
cony. Then Mr. Bryan raised his hand slow- 
ly, solemnly, and a great stiliness settled 
over the crowd. 

‘Ladies and gentlemen,’ began the ex- 
candidate, *“‘ I’m so careful about my words 
and so conservative in what I say that I 
seldom have to retract anything. Neverthe- 
less. when a man makes a mistake I firmly 
believe he should acknowledge his error. 

“ So today I want to absolutely repudiate 
a statement made by meimthis city ten years 
ago. At that time I spoke of this place as 
the enemy’s country. Today I say with 
equal force that it is the home of my friends.” 

Then Mr. Bryan disappeared. Following 
this everybody tried to crowd into the hotel, 
which already was in danger of bursting. 
Those that did get in arrived in the rotunda 
just as Mr. Bryan came down the stairs with 
Capt. Schlottman beating a way for the dis- 
tinguished visitor. At the cry of “ Speech!” 
Mr. Bryam halted on the stairs ae if he had 
heard the cry some place before and knew 
exactly the right thing todo. Once again the 
gesture that means “Shut up” or “ Con- 
ductor, stop the car,” according to circum- 
stances, and the rotunda quieted below the 
croon of the electric fans. 


Makes Spiel on Stairway. 

“T believe,” he began, “that this evening 
is the time fixed for my speech and that you 
will not expect a speech from me now. But 
when a man is in difficulty he must call on his 
friends to help him. Iam in difficulty now. I 
am trying—trying, I say—to get home.” 

This was greeted with cries of “You are 
home now,” “No; his home is in the White 
house,” “O, cork up and let him spiel.”

DEATH IN EITHER CASE. 


City Would Be Wrecked or Con- 
sumers Killed; Other Cru- 
sades Are Booming. 


“Wish” Murray, the cyclonic avenger of 
food frauds foisted upon the Chicago public, 
is reaping the reward of his energy.

“DYING MAN” HIS EXCUSE 


DOCTOR PROTESTS AT ARREST 
FOR SPEEDING AUTOMOBILE. 


Explains to Justice Boyer That Ur- 
gency of Call to Kenilworth Juseti- 
fied Violation of Evanston Ordi- 
nance—After Case Is Continued the 
Magistrate Finds Physician Still in 
the Suburb, He Apparently Having 
Forgotten Danger of His “Patient.’’ 


“I am a physician and the lady with me 
is a.trained nurse. Don’t delay us. I am 
on the way to Kenilworth to attend:a pa- 
tient who is reported to be dying.” 

That Pwas the, explanation made last night 
by Dr.. W. F. Code, 405. Huron street, “Cni- 
cago, to a policeman who stopped him for 
driving along Ridge avenue, Evanston, in 
his automobile at the rate of eighteen miles 
an hour. The woman with him ‘said she 
was Miss E. J. Barry, a hospital nurse. 

Despite the physician’s emphatic assertion 
that the urgency of his trip justified him in 
violating the ordinance regulating the speed 
of automobiles, both he and his companion 
were taken into custody. 

On reaching the police station Dr. Code 
asked for an immediate hearing of his case 
so that he could continue his trip to his pa- 
tient. This request was granted and he was 
taken before Justice Boyer, who continued 
the case until Sept. 6. 


Doctor Changes His Mind. 

The physician, followed by the nurse, hur- 
ried from the courtroom, and, entering the 
automobile, drove awdy. 

Justice Boyer. left a few minutes later and 
walked to Davis street and Sherman ave- 
nue, where he saw Dr. Code and Miss Barry 
speaking to a@ man. Believing the strange 
man was a detective who had stopped the 
physician again for speeding his automobile, 
the justice asked why the automobile had 
been stopped. 

“I happened to meet this man, who is a 
friend of mine,” replied the physician. 

“How about your dying patient at Kenfl- 
worth?’ tnquired Justice Boyer. 

“O! well, if he is not dead yet, I guess I 
will let him die,’ the justice said the doctor 
P replied. 

W. H. Pratt of Kenilworth, a retired manw- 
facturer, was arrested in Evanston on a 
charge of driving his automobile twenty-two 
miles an hour. Justice Boyer fined him $20. 


Woman Slain in Auto Crash. 


Toledo, O., Aug. 30.—Imogene Reynolds, a 
milliner, was killed and three persons seri- 
ously injured by the collision of an automo- 
bile with a freight train about three miles 
south of Toledo shortly after midnight last 
night. The most seriously hurt of the three 
injured is Burton O. Gamble, manager of the 
Toledo Motor Car company. The car was 
running at high speed when it crashed into a 
train standing across the Maumee river road.

West Hammond Citizens Near- 
ly Mob President Peter Mak’ 
at Town Meeting. 


CROWD CRIES ‘HANG HIM?’ 


Ile Refuses to Explain Stand on 
Dives and Flees Under 


Guard. 


The storm of anger that has been gath- 
ering among the respectable residents of 
West Hammond has broken over the head 
of Peter Mak, the aged president of the yil- 
lage board. Mak.who is charged with making 
the protection of the dives and resorts that 
are the chief characteristic of the village his 
principal business, was nearly mobbed at a 
town meeting Wednesday night. 

As the aroused citizens who packed the vil- 
lage hall cried “hang him’’ Mak sought 


men. When he left the hall later he was 
so alarmed that he darted away from his 
escort and escaped down dark alleys to his 
house. He was not seen yesterday. 
Although the storm has been gathering for 
months, it probably would not have broken 
when it did had not an incident that took 
place Saturday night stirred the residents. 
Henry Peters, chief of police, and Patrolman 
Barney Johnson were raiding a resort recent- 
ly opened by two South Chicago men on the 
principal thproughfare of the village, only 
a few blocks from the Hammond courthouse. 


Stops Raid, Starts Fight. 

Some of the inmates of the resort had been 
arrested when Mak appeared. As chief ex- 
ecutive of the village, he ordered the police- 
men to desist. 

A fight followed in which, it is said, Mak 
tore the policemen’s stars off. The president 
did not get off without a severe beating. 

When knowledge of the affair spread 
through the village a special meeting of the 
trustees was called ta demand an explana- 
tion from Mak. The meeting Wednesday 
night was attended by the president, his head 
scarred from his fight, and by Trustees 
Yarck, Green, Fritsche, Longbein, Robwid- 
der, and Weklinski. Two hundred citizens 
had gathered in the village hall, packing itto 
its capacity. 

Mak promptly refused to offer any explana- 
tion, Cries from the crowd drowned the pro- 
ceedings, and for some minutes the hall was 
in an uproar, in which the shouts of *‘ hang 
him,” “ get a rope,”’ and “tar and feather 
him ” arose above the din. 


Crowd Demands Impeachment. 
When the villagers. had shouted them- 
selves out for the time, Trustee Robwidder 
moved that proceedings to impeach and in- 
dict Mak be started. Trustee Fritsche sec- 
onded the motion. Terrific cheering from 
the crowd indorsed the plan. Chief Peters 
made his voice heard and counseled modera- 
tion and the session remained in such a tur- 
moil that the motion could nat be put and 
voted on. At this juncture Trustee Wek- 
iinski moved to adjourn and Mak Geclared 
this carried. 

Mak’s departure and precipitate flight fol- 
lowed half an hour later. 

Mak Often Accused. 

Mak is not new to accusations from his 
fellow citizens. Recently he was pursued 
by 200 angry women because, it is said, he 
kicked a woman downstairs when she re- 
fused to let a constable evict her. At another 


and he had to face a small mob which de- 
manded an explanation. 

He was arrested and indicted last winter 
by the Cook county grand jury charged with 
being responsible for the dives that have 
multiplied in the village. Several other offi- 
cials of the village also were included in the 
charges. The state's attorney announced 
that he was going to clean out the resorts. 
But the case fell through, and since then 
no attempt has been made to drive out the 
vicious elements. 

West Hammond reside’.ts, despairing of 
assistance from State's Attorney Healy, will 
hold a massmeeting soon to devise means to 
purge their village of the dives. 


CITY WILL HASTEN TO AMEND 
TIRE LAW IF HELD DEFECTIVE. 


Corporation Counsel’s Office Prepares to 
Take Case to Supreme Court After 
Judge Tuthill’s Intimation. 


Corporation Counsel Lewis, preparing to 
meet the decision on the wide tire law which 
Judge Tuthill intimated he would render 
against the city, decided to appeal the case 
to the supreme court at once, and also when 
the council meets again, to have the ordi- 
nance remodeled, striking out the feature 
the court wil) hold illegal. 

Judge Tuthill declared from the bench that 
the wide tire law was a “ piece of rank class 
legislation,’’ because it failed to provide that 
wagons bearing more than 20,000 pounds 
should be equipped with wide tires. 

“In excepting the heaviest loads in this 
manner,’’ went on the court, “ injustice is 
done to the majority of team owners. With 
that in view, it seems to me at present that 
it is my duty to enjoin the city from enforcing 
the ordinance.”’ 

Mr. Lewis ordered that his assistant, Lee 
D. Mathias, prepare an amendment to the 
ordinance, striking out the words “ but not 
exceeding 20,000 pounds.”” which, when 
passed by the council, will require all wagons 
carrying 18,000 pounds or over shall be 
equipped with eight inch tires, 

The 150 cases against the violators now 
pending before Justice Gibbons will be con- 
tinued, but no more arrests will be made by 
the city until the law is amended or the court 
reverses the decision of Judge Tuthill.

They over- 
powered Eckart and lifted him over the rail- 
ing, dropping him in the yard, about fifteen 
feet below.”’

WOMAN’S SUIT TO DETERMINE 
RIGHTS OF CAPT. STREETER. 


Mrs. Sallie Cummings to Ask Court to 
Prevent Interference with Property 
She Bought on the Lake Front. 


With the purpose of settling forever the 
rights of Capt. George Wellington Streeter 
and others to property in “ Streeteryille,”’ 
suit wili be filed in the federal court by Mra 
Sallie H. Cummings of Pensacola, Fla., pray- 
ing an injunction to restrain the city of Chi- 
cago and the Palmer, Fairbank, Kirk, and 
Farwell estates from interfering with cer- 
tain property in “ Streeterville,” which she 
bought of the doughty captain several years 
ago.

When the 
policemen reached the places they found the 
proprietors expecting them and the rooms 
empty. A police sergeant “ tipped off” the 
raid, said the men who made it.

He and his resort furnished 
ahe only. light on the corner, as the rooms 
above were dark. The policemen went to 
the office, arrested Mrs. Oswald and Harry 


Swigert, said to be a roomer, took the reg- 


ister, and found their task done. Tuckhorn 
wanted it understood that he had nothing to 
do with the “ hotel.” 

There. was more life at Craig’s, although 
the place came far from being at its normai. 
Three men and as many women were taken 
from the rooms, and the books were seized 
as in the previous raids. 

Warrant for Man in Brooks Case. 

The identity of the man who paid the ex- 
penses of Miss Margaret Brooks, the 17 year 
old girl at the Hotel Rensu, was revealed 
through letters to the girl, whom he had in- 
duced to leave her home in Green Lake, Wis., 
last December. The police took up the search 
for him with renewed vigor. 

Late in the evening they sworeout a war- 
rant for Alfred Streeter in connection with 
the case of Mies Brooks. He isa traveling 
man with an office in the Manadnock block 
and lives at the Grace hotel. When heard 
from he was in Cleveland, O. Streeter wil 
claim, it is asserted by his frienda, that he is 
not the man the police want. 

The girl’s father is on his way to Chicago 
from Green Lake to assist in the prosecution 
of the proprietor of the Rensu and the man 
who stole his daughter. 

Mr. Comerford prepared to take the whole 
matter before the grand jury, and Miss 
Brooks will be an important witness.

CUSTOM HOUSE PLACE CROWDED 
WITH EXCITED POPULACE. 


Barred Money Wagon of the Amer- 
lean Exrrcss Company Dashes Into 
the Narrow Thoroughfare—From 
Van Buren, Harrison, and Dearborn 
Streets Come Squads of Bluecoats, 
Who Close in Around the Vehicle— 
Then Comes the Solution! 


Custom House court, between Harrison and 
Van Buren streets, suffered a paroxysm of 
excitement yesterday afternoon such as it 
had thought never to suffer again after the 
banishment of its old * red lights " twoyears 
ago. 

Sharply at 3:30 o’clock one of the heavy, 
barred “‘ money wagons” of the American 
Express company dashed into the court out 
of Van Buren street and thundered along the 
west curb line to a quick stop about midway 
of the block. It had attracted attention in 
-Van Buren street, naturally. Half a min- 
ute later fifteen policemen in marching step 
closed into the court after the wagon. Ina 
moment Van Buren street was on tiptoe for 
a block in each direction. 

Suddenly out of the Caxton building, on the 
east side of the court, twenty-five more blue- 
coats pushed through the rear doors, almost 
opposite the express wagon, and moved to- 
ward it, with an excited following from 
Dearborn street hard on their heels. 

Another glance south toward Harrison 
street showed a still larger grouping of:hel- 
mets, blue and brass, coming at a quickstep 
toward the point of approach indicated by 
the other squads that were closing in. 


Great Excitement in Court. 


Close on the heels of the Harrison street 
blue bulwark cameé the flotsam of the lodg- 
ing houses, the Chinese laundrymen and 
small merchants, the negroes of the quarter, 
and the riffraff of every barroom and barrel 
house for two blocks east and west. 

Custom House court was filled from wall to 
wall. In the rear windows of the Caxton, 
Monon, and other tall buildings on the west 
side of the court, haif a thousand heads 
crowded out, looking down. Half the Van 
Buren street front of the giant Monadnock 
building to the roof showed heads and shoul- 
ders and excited faces. 

The Harrison street policemen were a lit- 
tle behind time and the only standing room 
in the court was ahead of them, while the 
crowd just behind was impatient beyond 
measure. Suddenly a bolder man than the 
rest, uglier and huskier than the average 
of the Harrison street spectators, attempted 
to break the police barrier from behind and 
beat the record to the scene. But as he 
edged close over to the west wall of the 
court to slip by, a brawny arm in a blue 
sleeve grabbed him by the collar, yanked 
him back one yard, and without turning to 
look the owner of the arm left him at the 
post. And the squad moved on, sweeping 
the court. 

‘Hotel raid?’ Robbery?” ‘“ Murder?’ 
were excited queries from all sides. 

But as the crowds closed in it was seen 
that the bluecoats were entering the building 
at 54 and 56, on the west side of the court, 
four yards south of the express money 
wagon. 

Mystery Grows More Intense. 


“It's a printing shop—murder!" exclaimed 
an excited man with forty inch waist, no 
waistcoat, and a dead cigar chewed toa fraz- 
zle in his mouth. 

A hundred people from Harrison street 
jammed into him from behind and shoved 
him against the hub and rim of the wagon’s 
front wheel in appreciation of his informa- 
tion. From the Van Buren street end of the 
court and from the passage through the 
Caxton building from Dearborn street 400 
others had jammed the entrance to && and 
56 until the fat man got no farther. 

* Sav, Jones,"’ called the senior partner in 
an office on the fourth floor of the Caxton 
building, speaking to the junior, “ you are 
younger than lam, go down and see what has 
happened.” 

Jones went, while the court filled fuller and 
the windows commanding it on all sides ac- 
commodated more heads. The court was 
jammed from end to end when Jones got back 
to his excited office. 

“What in heaven's name?’ exclaimed the 
beautiful stenographer. 

“Print shop,’’ said Jones, mopping the 
sweat. ‘ Printers just done with about a 
million tickets to the Policemen’s Benevolent 
association’s blowout at the Auditorium.

“OPEN SHOP” POSTAL RULE 


DEPARTMENT REFUSES TO RECOG- 
NIZE EMPLOYES’ UNION. 


Decision Is Reached at a Conference 
in Washington Between Postmas- 
ter Busse and Officials——Those Who 
Refuse to Join Will Be Proetected— 
Directories Returned from Substa- 
tions and Printers Are Pleased—Six 
Pressmen Quit Work. 


The “ open shop ” principle will rule in the 
Chicago postoffice, where a union of em- 
ployés has been organized to affillate with the 
American Federation of Labor. Not onir 
in this city but throughout the country the 
Gepartment will recognize union and non- 
union employés_on the same footing. This 
policy was détermined gésterday at a contér- 
ence between Postmaster Fred A. Busse and 
Atting Postmaster General Hitchcock and 
Second Assistant Postmaster General Shal- 
lenberger in Washington. 

The determination was that so long as the 
postal clerks or other postoffice employés 
conform to the rules and regulations of the 
office and do not attempt to coerce or in 
any way molest those who do not enter the 
union there will be no objection to the em- 
ployés affiliating with labor organizations. 
It expressly was stated, however, that the de- 
partment would afford the fullest protection 
to those who for reasons of their own do not 
see fit to join the union. 

During the day news came from Minneapo- 
lig that the postoffice clerks there had re- 
jected overtures to form an ofganization in 
their ranks similar to the Chicago union, 


Faulty Directories Returned. 

Nineteen city directories that have been 
returned to the R. R. Donnelley & Sons com- 
pany by &s many postal substations have 
caused union printers to reiterate their 
claims that their work cannot be equaled by 
nonunion labor such as produced the publica- 
tion. 

There ts some evidence, however, that the 
postoffice directories will not be taken by the 
publishers as proof of the poor workmanship 
of their employés. The directories all have 
been exchanged and perfect books sent to 
the stations. 

It appears that the heads of the substa- 
tions of the postoffice make a practice of 
closely examining their directories in order 
to insure them against mistake in securing 
doubtful addresses. This year nineteén of 
the stations returned their books because 
pages had been misplaced and other errors 
had been made. The directory company 
claims this is nothing unusual, as some di- 
rectories are returned this year because of 
slight errors in binding the pages. 


Pressmen Go Out on Strike. 

Six pressmen employed by the Faithorn 
Printing company, one of the Typothet2 
shops already affected by the eight hour 
strike of the printers, struck because of the 
dismissal of one of their number. 

An injunction against the striking iron- 
moldere of the American Brake Shoe com- 
pany was granted by Judge Bethea in the 
federal court during the.morning. It took 
several days for the judge to decide to grant 
an order against the men. but he said he 
would use all the power «. ‘he government 
to enforce it. 


LOSES JOB THROUGH ~ DRINK. 


City Employe Discharged for Being Ab- 
sent from Duty Without Per- 
mission.

In many 
ways the Ton family can substantiate its 
claim of being the most:remarkable family 
not only in Cook county but in the country. 

In Cook county alone the descendants of 
John Ton, who came from Holland in 1849 
and settled on a farm near Roseland, num- 
ber 284. The family has a “tree” twelve 
feet high showing a living representation of 
440 persons. The “tree ’’ bears the names of 
all members of the Ton family from the pres- 
ent back six generations. 


Births Far Exceed Deaths. 

Among other things, the historian’s sta- 
tisties show that not a death has occurred 
in the vast family during the last year, but 
there has been an increase of 19—by birth, 
12; by annexation (marriage), 7. 

Oldest living member, “ Uncle Jake,’’ 70 
years, the last of the nine sons of the original 
John Ton. He lives at Michigan avenue and 
One Hundred and Ninth street. 

That there are 31 marriageable persons, 16 
women and 15 men, among the present gen- 
eration. 

‘‘ Well, well, well!”’ reflected the patriarch, 
“tnele Jake." ‘‘ Things are coming to a 
pretty pass. I have warned you. Business 
enterprise has been encroaching on matri- 
monial venture. Something should be done." 

Marriage Bureau Is Started. 

To such a depth were the hearers moved 
that a motion was introduced and carried 
with a sweep that a family matrimonial 
bureau be established “ for the future preser- 
vation of the Ton family and the benefit of 
the single Tons.”’ 

G. A. Brennan, princinal of the Van Viis- 
singen school, Wenrworth avenue and One 
Hiundreé and Ninth street, was appointed 
head of the bureau and instructed to levy a 
fine of $5 per capita on any of the thirty- 
one single Tons who have not departed from 
the paths of single blessedness by the next 
annual picnic.

At the annual election of family officers 
the Madderom and Koeter branches clashed 
good naturedly. The Madderom branch won. 
The officers are: 

President—H. R. Koopman. 

Vice president—Peter de Groot. 

Secretary—S. B. Brennan. 

Treasurer—Cornelius Inthout. 

The all day picnic closed with a prayer 
and touching valedictory by ‘‘ Uncle Jake.” 
He bade them all good-by, for today he de- 
parts for Seattle, Wash., where he will re- 
side with his daughter. As a parting tribute 
the hat was passed for “ Uncle Jake,” and 
$6 was collected. 

Ten nationalities and fifteen occupations 
and professions were represented in the Ton 


family.

Through Failure to Accept 
Macmillan Co.’s Bid. 


PARENTS MUST PAY MORE. 


President Ritter of Board Shows 
Extra Expense by Figurts> 
Delay to Blame. 


President Emil W. Ritter of the board of 
education declared yesterday that procras- 
tination on the part of the board in settling 
the school reader fight would cost the tax- 
payers of Chicago $100,000 during the next 
four years. The estimate made by President 
Ritter was based on the difference in price 
between the primer and readers adopted by 
the board at its meeting Wednesday night 
and the price at which the series of readers 
published by the Mucmillan company was 
offered to the board six weeks ago. 

“Had the school board adopted the Mac- 
millan series of readers, the series recom- 
mended for adoption by Supt. Cooley and 
his advisers when the low Macmillan bid first 
was made, the parents of the school children 
of Chicago would have been saved $100,000 
in fgur years,” declared President Ritter. 
“ W@ did all we could to secure the adoption 
of © Macmillan books at the low price 
which was made to us, but failed. We were 
able to secure only seven votes. Time d 
along and the Macmillan company found 
that it would not be able to fill the order of 
the Chicago schools in time and so it with- 
drew its bid. 


Votes for Next Best Thing. 

“We were unable to consider the Macmii- 
lan books Wednesday night. I voted for the 
next best thing. We had not only a remarka- 
bie low price on the Macmillan series, but an 
arrangement also was made whereby we 
would save 28 cents on the geographies. I 
suppose che Macmillan company found that 
their bid was too low, and that that had some- 
thing to do with its withdrawal. The mis- 
take was made when the board falled to adopt 
the Macmillan books when the low price was 
made to us. 

“The first price made by the Macmillan 
company was not low. We found that the 
concern was selling its readers at a lower 
price in other states. We forced them down 
to the prices asked in Indiana and Kansas, 
and the mistake was made when the board 
failed to accept the amended proposition. 
I am satisfied with the result of the Wednes- 
day night meeting, but not pleased. We were 
forced by the press of time to reach some 
decision. .The Jones readers are superior 
books. They will be an innovation. They 
teach morality and ethics. They have been 
indorsed by humane societies all over the 
country. The price of the Jones readers is 
only a little more than the price which the 
children have been paying for the Rand- 
McNally readers. The mistake was in not 
adopting the Macmillan readers.’’ 


Wheeler Company Reduces Price. 
When the Macmillan low bid was made 
Only seven trustees voted for the readers, 
according to President Ritter. They were 
Wiley W. Mills, Modie J. Spiegel, John 


f Sonsteby, Miss Jane Addams, John C, Hard- 


ing, Emil W. Ritter, and Louis F. Post. 
President Ritter’s estimate was based on the 
difference in the price of the adopted books 
and the low bid of the Macmillan company, 
which is shown by grades as follows:

President Ritter and Wiley W. Mills an- 
nounced that W. H. Wheeler & Co. had 
agreed to reduce the price of the Wheeler 
primer from 30 cents to 25 cents, making the 
difference in cost between the Wheeler book 
and the Macmillan book 15 cents instead of 
20. The school trustees announced also that 
by a later bid than was read at the board 
meeting Wednesday night or had been pub- 
lished in the proceedings, Ginn .& Co., pub- 
lishers of the Jones readers, had agreed to 
make the board as good a price as that made 
by any other publisher with the exception 
of the Macmillan company. The letter was 
written to Miss Jane Addams, chairman of 
the school management committee and now 
is supposed to be in her possession, as it is 
not in the custody of President Ritter, Secre- 
tary Larson, Business Manager Guilford, or 
Attorney Maher. 


Regrets Loss of Macmillan Bid. 


‘“‘While the recent bids of the two companies 
which were not made public at the board 
meeting render the proposition adopted by the 
board as good as any which was before that 
body Wednesday night,” declared President 
Ritter, “‘the proposition is not as good as that 
made by the Macmillan company, as all bids 
were much higher than their bid. After we 
had lost the chance to adopt the best propo- 
sition which was made to us we had left only 
the alternative of doing the next best thing. 
We shall hold Ginn & Co. to their agree- 
ment to meet the prices of the other 
firms with the exception of the Macmillan 
firm or else we will not do business with them. 
I shall look over both contracts carefully be- 
fore signing them. Both concerns will have to 
agree to make their prices to us as low as 
the prices made to any other school systems 
and shall be required also to agree to reduce 
the price to us if ever they make any reduc- 
tions eleewhere.”’

RUSS FAMINE SPREADING, 


FOUR’ MORE PROVINCES WILL BE 
AFFECTED WITHIN MONTH. 
Supplies of Money for the Relief Ex- 
hausted—Daughter of Premier Sto- 
Iypin, Wounded by Bomb Explosion 
im Father’s Apartment, Still Living 
and Hopes Are Held for Her Recov- 
ery—Three Other Victims of the 

Outrage Are Identified. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 30.—News from 
the famine stricken provinces is increasing 
in gravity. By the end of September the 
famine will have spread to the governments 
of Kazian, Simibinsk, Samara, and Saratoff. 
The zemstvo treasuries have been exhausted 
and the cost of feeding the population will de- 
volve upon the central admipistration. The 
quantity of grain wanted im the above gov- 
pian gees for food and sowing will be 800,000 

ns. R 

Telegrams from the provinces today gave 
a fearful picture of murder, pillage, and in- 
cendiarism from one end of the country to 
the other. The entire harvest in the Prujan 
district, besides a large number of cattle and 
agricukural machines, has been destroyed 
by fire. 

In Mordovo, near Volga, thousands of per- 
sons are without roofs over their heads. In 
Morshansk there has been enormous damage 
from fires. In the Romma district fires are 
nightly destroying houses, furniture, corn, 
and hay, while from Brestlitoffsk come tele- 
gSrame similar to those from many other 
parts of Russia. Subscriptions are being 
opened for the famine stricken peasantry, 
and appeals may be made to foreigners. 


German Colonists Leave Provinces. 

German colonists in the provinces of Sa- 
mara and Saratoff, who for generations have 
materially contributed toward raising the 
agricultural prospects there, are selling their 
farms at normal prices and emigrating from 
Russia. 

In Samara the government troops have 
been called out twelve times in the last few 
weeks to suppress agrarian disorders. The 
most serious one was at the township of 
Tcherkati, a place of 15,000 inhabitants, which 
is known as a revolutionary center. 

A large store of bombs and arms has been 
discovered there, and a police commissioner 
who went there to make investigation was 
received with rifle shots. He returned on the 
following day with a detachment of infantry 
and an engagement ensued, the peasants fir- 
ing on the troops from ambush. 

The troops repeatedly fired volleys and 
finally stormed the village. 

One hundred and thirty-five arrests were 
made in Moscow yesterday and 100 civilians 
were taken from St. Petersburg to Cronstadt 
today on a charge of complicity in the recent 
mutiny at Cronstadt. 


Premier’s Daughter Lives. 

Premier Stolypin'’s daughter, who was 
thought to have been fatally injured by the 
bomb explosion in her father’s.apartments 
on Aug. 25, is still alive, and there are hopes 
of her recovery. All of the other persons 
injured by the explosion, with the exception 
of the student, Dulevich, and the carriage 
driver, Bernaysky, are improving. 

Three of the bodies which were not identi- 
fied following the explosion have been recog- 
nized. All three of these victims were of 
noble birth, being the Princess Endoxia 
Cantacuzene, Mrhe. Istomia, and her 8 year 
old son. Five corpses have not been identi- 
fied. 

A commission sitting under the presidency 
of the minister of education has recom- 
mended the reopening of the universities, 
except the one at Warsaw, and other of the 
higher schools, under practically the same 
conditions as were vainly tried last autumn 
~—namely: an autonomous government by a 
professorial counsel, without the consent of 
which the police will not be permitted to en- 
ter the universities.

NOKILBV, Aug. 30.—A mob of peasants 
today pillaged the Golinsky estate, near 
Mistislavl, killed two of the guards, and se- 
verely wounded a sergeant of police. Troops 
have been sent to the scene of disorder. 


SAN DOMINGAN REBELS BEATEN. 


Defeated by Government Forces at Daja- 
bon and Jicaquita—Gen. Marcado 
Is Killed. 


CAPE HAYTIEN, Hayti, Aug. 30.—Ad- 
vices received here from Santo Domingo say 
that after the insurgents had occupied Daja- 
bon, tn the northern part of the country, the 
government forces made an attack upon it 
and compelled the enemy to abandon the 
town, leaving Gen. Adejandro Marcado and 
five men killed on the field. The government 
force lost eight killed. 


WILL FIGHT WIDOW’S CHARGE. 


Frank E. Dooling Gives Bonds for His 
Appearance to Answer Accusation of 
Defrauding Mrs. Doelle. 


Frank EF. Dooling, for whom Mrs. Catherine

HAVANA, Aug. 30.—In the most ifortant 
fight of the present revolution the els in 
Havana province were defeated todaby the 
government forces under command’ Gen. 
Alfredo Rego and Capt. Rosendo Caigo of 
the rural guards.

Campo Florida. After two hours’ firgy the 
government troope made a machete arge, 
routing the rebels and driving them baiinto 
the country. The known loss of rebelsifive 
men killed; but it is supposed at leai ten 
others lost their lives, One of the a@ ig 
Capt. Herrera, a negro.

The rebels left twenty horses and a qth- 
tity of arms and ammunition on the fii, 
Three priseners were captured. 


Government Officers Wounded. 


Capt. Collazo and Corporal Martinez ft 
the government forces were wounds 
These were the only casualties on the go 
ernment side. 

The rebels who were defeated were part : 
Col. Asbert’s command, but. the actual] leads 
is not mentioned in. the official dispatches. 

Reports of surrenders in compliance wit 
the government's offer of amnesty are m 
numerous than heretofore, most of then 
coming from towns near Havana, to whic 
quite a large number of insurgents have re 
turned. The insurgent chief, Tata Sanches, 
is the most prominent of those who surren- 
dered today. He returned to his home ati 
Salud with a few of his followers. 

On the other hand, the insurrection is re-| 
ceiving some recruits. Col. Carlos Duas, a 
prominent resident of San Antonio de los 
Banos, has joined the insurrection, followed 
by some of his friends, forming the nucleus 
of a new band. 

The situation in the vicinity of Clenfuegos 
is threatening. Parties of insurgents wander 
at will near thecity. It is reported that 3,000 
insurgents are out in that vicinity. 

The insurgents have taken all the animals 
from the plantations of Kaffenburgh & Sons 
of Boston and the Manicaragua Tobacco 
company of Boston. The Constancia Sugar 
company, an American corporation, having'a 
plantation near Cienfuegos, has filed a claim 
against the government for damages for live 
stock taken and property injured. Thestate 
department has conferred with Consul Gen- 
eral Steinhart regarding the matter. 


American Property Raided. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 30.—According to 
a dispatch received at the state department 
today from one of the American owners of 
the Constanocia estate, near Cienfuegos, 
Cuban insurgents raided this property four 
days ago, taking a number of horses. The 
state department did not make public the 
name of the American who sent the dispatch. 
This is the first protest received from Amer- 
icans against molestation of their interests. 
Mr. Sleeper, the American chargé at Havana, 
was cabled to demand of the Cuban govern- 
ment adequate protection for the Constanbcia 
estate and all American property similarly 
situated. 


More Arms for Government. 


New York, Aug. 30.—Another consignment 
of arme and amnfunition went to Cuba today 
for the Cuban government. It was on board 
the steamer Seguranca of the Ward line, 
which sailed in the early afternoon. This is 
the second shipment of arme and ammuni- 
tion, to be used against the Cubag rébels, 
that has left this port within a week.

TIavestigation Shews Dead President 
Took Ovellateral from Vaults te 
Make Loans, Which Were Net Re- 
paid Nor Securities Returned—Mil- 
lions Loaned to Segal Declared Vir~ 
tually to Have Been Stolen from 
the Bank by Ite Head. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 30,—(Special. }— 
Receiver Earle announced tonight what he 
considered to be the only scheme whereby 
depositors in the wrecked Real Hstate Trust 
company could get their money back dollar 
for dollar. 

His plan is that the creditors of the com- 
pany take preferred stock in it for their 
claims and appoint their own officers. This 
plan has not been perfected in detail, as it 
will take some little time to get the matter 
in shape to present to the creditors in its 
proper form. 

Mr. Earle argued that under a receivership 
the business of a failed concern never would 
yield the results that could be obtained if the 
business was managed by the parties directly 
in interest. 


Hipple Thief and Defaulter? 

Coroner King of Montgomery county ad- 
mitted today that Frank K. Hipple, president 
of the failed trust company, Who was found 
dead at his home in Bryn Mawr, Pa..,: last 
Friday, committed suicide by shooting him- 
self through the head. The coroner said he 
suppressed the actual cause of death in or- 
der to give the directors of the company time 
to investigate and if possible straighten out 
its affairs. 

According to Receiver Earle, Hipple was a 
thief and a defaulter and if he had lived 
might have gone to jail as a bank breaker. 
Hipple, according to discoveries made today, 
embezzled collateral from the trust company 
in order to raise money for his private needs. 
In one cage cited by Receiver Earle, desiring 
money for personal uses, President Hipple 
took collateral worth $65,000 from the-vaults 
of the bank and borrowed $50,000 upon it 
This $50,000 was not repaid, nor was the col- 
lateral returned to the bank. 

The $5,000,000 which President Hipple 
loaned to Adolph Segal virtually was stolen 
from the bank, the receiver said, and léaned 
to Segal. 3 


Little Fear for Church Fuside>

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TOO MUCH LAWMAKING. 

Two men, wide apart in experiences, in 
temperament, and im political prizciples, 
have coincided in the views they have pre- 
cented to the American Bar association. 
George R. Peck of Chicago and Alton B. 
Parker of Esopus both decry the tendency to 
trust overmuch in legislation as a eure for 
the evils of the day. Mr. Peck emphasizes 
more the tendency of the legislature to inter- 
fere in matters of detail, and Mr. Parker 
rmuore the call for legislation of a sympathetic 
or sentimental nature. The one sees a 
tendency to destroy individuality and the 
other a tendency to do violence to estab- 
lished institutions because of hysteria. The 
remedy in either case is to hold less frequent 
gessions of the lawmaking body and to en- 
force more vigorously existing laws. 

The trouble with legislatures is that they 
are controlled by lawyers in those rare cases 
where their membership is not almost en- 
tirely made up of lawyers. The lawyers 
who conduct political campaigns and attend 
legislative sessions necessarily lave less 
time to devote to the profundities of their 
professions than the lawyers who keep out 
of politics. They have sufficient familiarity 
with the law not to be afraid to tinker with 
it. Many attempts are made to fill voids in 
the law when the only void is inthe legal 
knowledge of the proposer of the new 
statute. The legal mind also has the defect 
of approaching a measure which is felt to 
have popular support from the standpoint 
of the attormey who is trying to prove his 
cHent in the night rather than that of the old 
counselor who tries to see clearly where 
justice resides. There is no doubt that 
lawyers in legislative bodies ought to exer- 
cise a restraining influence upon the flood 
of legislation. There is unfortunately no 
doubt that they are largely responsible 
for it. 

In spite of the tendency to legislate both 
more minutely and more sweepingly—that 
is, to create a vast number of statutory of- 
fenses unknown to the common law—there 
has been no uniformity of mind or action 
created. There is no fear that there will 
be. Building laws may specify what must 
be done or undone in the construction of a 
house, but room is left for the most diverse 
expression of individuality in houses. There 
is no more reason to believe that all people 
can be forced to act alike than that all can 
be made to look alike. 

Mr. Parker’s words in regard to hysterica} 
legislation seem so plainly to be inspired by 
one particular measure adopted by the last 

congress that they lack something of the 
disinterested note which inspires confidence. 
Yet there is a large measure of truth in the 
assertion that laws are sometimes put upon 
the statute books to fulfill promises made 
Before election, in which the interest is 
worked up for the occasion by politicians 
hunting for an issue. Although the case 
which Mr. Parker seems to have been con- 
sidering does not properly come within this 
category it is possible for a clever man to 
hit upon @ fault in a law or in its enforce 
ment, exaggerate the need of new legisla- 

m, and make himself the champion of an 

aginary uprising of the people. If he is 
y clever he can make the imagi- 
mary iiileing & real one and convey himself 
to power. This is no new thing, however, 
nor is the gentleman from Esopus its dis- 
coverer. Demagogy is as old as political 
institutions, and the world is probably as 
likely now as ever to progress toward se- 
curity and stability under the law in spite 
of hysteria. The conservative always finds 
the progressive rash and the radica] finds 
precedent a fetter, but the world moves 
onward. 
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STATE DRAMSHOPS. 
South Carolina tried prohibition, and it 
did not work. Senator Tillman became the 
champion of the dispensary system, and it 


“ was adojled. The state became the sole 


and only saloonkeeper. The South Caro- 
linians did not take the ground which pro- 
gressive municipal ownerites may take some 
time or other, that whisky and beer are 
“ public utilities ” to be adniinistered by the 
state, but they reasoned that there would be 
less drunkenness, especially among the 
negroes. The principal object of prohibitory 
legislation in the south is to make it dim- 
cult for the blacks to get liquor, In commu- 
nities where the whites are largely in the 
majority prohibition is not popular. The 
South Carolinians believed that the state 
could and would do more to stop the illicit 
sale of liquor than it had done under the 
prohibition régime. 

Probably the giepensary system did check 
drinking at first, and could be called a suc- 
cess. But the defects of state administra- 
tion of business enterprises began to mani- 
fest themselves. Abuses crept in and the

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A TRUST'S PLEA, 


A plea, no longer heard, used to be 
urged occasionally in behalf of some pub- 
lic officer who was discovered to be short 
in his accounts, The plea was that, even 
if the charge of financia] irregularities 
were true, he was “loyal to the union.” 
It was assumed by his friends that that 
ought to get him off, just as a criminal) 
whose guilt was manifest escaped convic- 


‘tion because his lawyer laid stress on the 


fact that he had been with Anthony 
Wayne at the storming of Stony Point. 
Sometimes a trust which has been 
called to account for doing business in a 
manner forbidden by the laws puts up a 
defense which bears some resemblance to 
that of “loyalty to the union.” ‘The plea 
is thatthe trust has made a market 
abroad for the domestic product it handles 
and that the attacks upon it are hurting 
the American export trade. The trust 
does not go into the accusations made 
against it of breaking the laws and. op- 
pressing the domestic consumers, but it 
says, “let us alone for the sake of Amer- 
ican commerce.” 

It may be rémembered that the packers 
had much to say on that theme earlier in 
the year. They deprecated the stir made 
about the packing business not so much 
because it hurt them individually as be- 
cause it tended to cut down the volume of 
American exports and hurt the whole 
country. As lovers of_their country it dis- 
tiessed them that anything should be done 
calculated to lessen “its” foréign™ 
which they had done so much to build up. 
The same spirit breathes in the appeal 
of the Standard Oil company to be Jet 
alone. It has sent its wild advertisements 
flying to tell what it .has done to build up 
the foreign trade of the United States and 
how its good work is being undone by 
what the press and the. president have 
had to say regarding the corporation. 
The Standard tells of the heroic efforts 
it has made to meet in neutral markets 
the competition of foreign rivals who have 
many natural advantages, such as “ panu- 
per labor employed -in production ” 
the “active encouragement of their local 
press.” It thinks the patriotic attempts 
it has made to expand American trade 
entitle it to better treatment than it is 
receiving at home. It drops the oily tear 
as it reflects on the ingratitude of the re- 
public and the possibility, that the foreign 
trade of its domestic rivals whom it has 
tried so hard to destroy may. be injured. 
The advertisements of the Standard Oil 
company do not contain a word about the 
rebates which have been paid it by Ameri- 
can railroads. They do not mention the 
low prices at which producers have been 
forced to sell their oil in order that the 
trust. might be the better able. to sell 
cheap oil to foreigners and thus ent wader 
foreign competitors. These interesting 
points are not touched on. It is as- 
sumed the public will forget them in ita 
desire to protect the foreign traile of the 
country. 

= A decline in the volume of petroleum 
exports would be regrettable, but it would 
be more regrettable if the Standard Oil 
company were to escape prosecution be- 
cause it has done so much to build up ex- 
ports. Services in the cause of foreign 
trade cannot be pleaded in bar of an in- 
dictment for breaking domestic laws. 


POPULARITY AS AN ASSET. 

A monster demonstration may be a real 
expression of popular feeling, or it may be 
a cleverly organized affair, the shrewd 
managers using certain. attributes of ‘1u- 
man nature as sure assistants to their 
own designs. It is always difficult to un- 
derstand how many of the “ rooters” at 
a convention or a welcoming reception are 
present at their own initiative because of 
real friendship and feeling for the one 
whom they desire to honor. The art of 
creating impressions by smoothly oiled 
machinery has long been understood by 
political managers. There are many 
things about the reception given to a 
prominent American returning from 
abfoad which suggest this careful plan- 
ning by skillful organizers. 

But there is another consideration con- 
nected with the value of personal popu- 
larity’ as a political asset. There have 
been comparatively few among American 
statesmen who have had the peculiar 
power of attracting warm friendships. 
Jefferson had it to some extent, for the 
masses believed in him and trusted him 
more than any other man was ever 
trusted in this country, if the biographer 
of the first democratic president is to be 
believed. Jackson had dt in superlative 
degree, and he received devoted support 
from thousands who believed in him im- 
plicitly. Harrison aroused great enthusi- 
asm in 1840, but it was largely fictitious, 
resultant from carefully planned cam- 
paigning by whig leaders. Clay undoubt- 
edly had this personal magnetism, which 
bound men to him. But it never made 
him president, even though he tried for 
the honor again and again, and people 
were so devoted to him that they swore 
never to have their hair cut or to shave 
until he was in the White house. Blaine 
could win and hold friends much as Clay 
had done in the earlier day, but he never 
received the prize for which he strove. 

President Roosevelt has the same pow- 
er. He is personally popular. The puzzle 
which the republican managers have to 
solve is to find some one for 1908 who 
can approximate to the popularity of the 
present ineumbent of the presidency, The 
result may be the choice of a candidate 
for entirely different reasons, and then the

That this is an age of athletics is ap- 
parent. There appears to be a demand for 
“sporting extras”’ at all hours of the day. 
The success of a horse in an attempt to 
Tower an already remarkable record appeals 
to thousands who never saw a horse race. 
The country seems baseball mad. The varied 
forms of athletic prowess find their own 
company of adherents and enthusiasts, and 
in the general attention to the contests of 
many kinds the grosser forms of sport find 
their opportunity. But, even under such 
conditions, it is hard to believe that many 
of the supposedly gentler sex would take 
much enjoyment in watching a fistic en- 
vounter, which, however much softened to 
meet the forms of law, cannot fail to have 
many features distinctly brutal.

Prince George of Greece, heartily sick of 
his governor generalship of Crete, whic 
virtually entails his exile to an island whic 
is in no sense congenial to him, has no 
definitely decided to resign-and to sacrific 
the civil list of $40,000 which he has bee 
drawing for the last eight years. Prin 
George has been a distinct failure as governgd 
general, and, instead of modeling his ru 
upon the strictly constitutional régime of 
father, the king of Greece, has apparent/ 
taken for example his relatives, the m 
reactionary, of the Russian grand dukes. 

The result is that the’ prince is so’ ateeed 
unpopular with all classes of the inhabitan, 
Christian as well as Moslem, that seri 
danger exists of another insurrection, 
this time against the sultan but against te 
governor general. 

It. seems that King George suggestedio 
the powers that he should be intrusted wh 
the selection of a new governor genel. | 
This proposal was rejected on the groid 
that it constituted an infraction of he 
suzerainty of the sultan. Another sug 
tion, that the administration of the ishd 
should be confided to the international qn- 
mission of the Greek national debtat 
Athens, was turned down on similar gro 
and-at the present moment it is propose t 
the national assembly should elect. a dv- 
ernor general, subject to the ratificatk of 
his appointment by the great powers anby 
the sultan as suzerain. 

The assembly is likely to choose some Geek 
politician who will be rejected by théul- 
tan, and probably by the powers, and ipill 
be hopeless to expect any definite sett! t 
of the Cretan problem, which ‘hag op 
source of so much trouble and anxi¢ t 
the powers, until the island is finally ansxed 
to the kingdom of Greece. To this siect 
the kaiser, By reason of his friendshifwith 
the sultan, remains the chief obstacle’The 
loss by the padishah of the nominal mer- 
ainty of Crete will constitute a biowdD his 
prestige in the eyes of the entire Mslem 
world. Not until Emperor William @s fit 
to withdraw his support from the ualtan 
im the matter can any satisfactory settment 
of the troublesome Cretan questio; take 
place.

In view of the awkward contritemps 

which has taken place at Constannople, 
where the sultan has publicly affrored the 
United States by declining to recee the 
newly appointed ambassador, JohnG. A. 
Leishman, I would venture to suggst the 
following solution of the difficultwbhased 
upon a pretty extensive experience ¢c Stam- 
boul and of the views and prejudic« of the 
sublime porte. 
One of the principal objections tat the 
sultan has to a full fledged Amerfin am- 
bassador at Constantinople is the béef that 
it will entail the presence in the bsporus 
of another foreign man of war as gvrdship.

of the Armenian massacres th/ late Sir 
Michael Herbert, who died as Brfsh ambas- 
sador at Washington, availed hitself of his 
authority as chargé d'affaires athe Turkish 
capital to land a large detachmet of sallors 
and marines from the British gardship in 
the Bosporus and to march hem,: fully 
armed, with their machine gunsthrough the 
streets of Constantinople to th,embassy, a 
display of force which contributd more than 
anything else to stop the masscres, which 
were tolerated, if not connivé at, by the 
padishah.

“When we shall learn; he continued, 
‘*that legislative bodies must be made up of 
mediocrities so long as quantity and not qual- 
ity of laws {s regarded as the essential requi- 
site; when executives are forbidden. 
rather than encouraged, by public sentiment 
to interfere with the orderly course of law- 
making it will be permissible to look forward 
with hope to the times when hysteria, black- 
mail, partisanship, personal ambitions, and 
selfish interests will not add ten new iaws 
to the statute books when only one is needed.”’ 
In conclusion, Mr. Parker declared that 
the cure for this lawmaking mania must 
come from the gréat body of American law- . 
yers, and urged the initiation of a systematic 
movement by thé “Bar association for the 
correction of legiglative -evils, 
Among other reports approved at today’s 
session was one by the committee on commer- 
cial law. The report émbodies six resolutions ° 
and recommends that the committee for next 
year be instructed to oppose any effort to 
repeal the present bankruptcy law or to 
restrict the field of its operation or impair 
its efficiemcy. One of the resolutions says 
that the association regards the law as by no 
means perfect or incapable of: improvement 
by amendment, but as drawn upon correct 
lines*and capable of perfection without dras- , 
tic amendment. 


FAIRBANKS ON BATTLEFIELD 
POINTS LESSONS OF CIVIL WAR 


Vice President Addresses 6,000 Kan- 
sans at Osawatomie, the Scene of 
Slavery's Fiest Great Fight Fifty 
Years Ago, Made Memorable by 
Deeds of John Brown. 


Osawatomie, Kas., Aug. 30.—From a knoll 
on the battlefield of Osawatomie, where half 
a century ago the first armed conflict over 
slavery took place, Vice President Charles 
W. Pairbanks today addressed a gathering 
of 6,000 Kansans. 

Vice President Fairbanks spoke of the stir- 
ring times that led up to the border wars in 
Missouri and: Kansas and of the effect of 
these early struggles wpon the country’s 
history. He said in part: 

‘**We would not recall the differences and 
the heart burnings of fifty years ago with 
the purpose of awakening them to life, for 
they are dead and buried beyond resurrec- 
tion, We now rejoice in the fact that they 
are dead and buried, together with the insti- 
tution. which engendered them, and that 
where there was discord there is now unity. 

“The Kansas-Nebraska act, which re- 
pealed the Missouri compromise of 1850, deep- 
ly stirred the moral elements of the coun- 
try and encouraged the elements favoring 
slavery. Kansas instantly became the great 
prize for which the two struggled. Thecon- 
test between them for the mastery here con- 
stitutes a tragic page in American history. 
It may be truly said that the beginning of 
the end of African slavery in America was 
the enactment of the ) Rana Nevyaaten bill. 


Osawatomie Prelude to Tragedy. 

“ When the Kansas-Nebraska measure be- 
came the law of the land it was already writ- 
ten in the book of fate that nothing would 
suffice short of the absolute extinction of 
slavery upon the American soil. 

“The contest which followed its enactment 
on the soil of Kansas was unique in our na- 
tionalexperience. The warfare which waged 
here was its natural frult, though not foreseen 
by its authors. The blood shed fifty years 
ago served to arouse the attention of the 
country and to emphasize the dangers which 
were impending. The engagement here was 
a sporadic outburst. It was, as it were. a 
stray shot upon the picket line, and truly 
presaged the larger engagements of the 
mighty armies of the north and the south. 

“With all their wisdom, those who were 
engaged in the great contest saw into the 
future but fmperfectly. War which was 
made to destroy the union resulted in the 
overthrow of the institution of slavery. War 
was made to preserve slavery, not to destroy 
it. If it had been supposed at the outset 
that slavery was, in fact, the real issue, the 
final result would at least have beén delayed. 
States which were neutral or which sup- 
ported the union cause might have aligned 
themselves with the secession movement, if 
it had been thought that the extinction of 
slavery was the end to be accomplished. 
No one saw farther than Mr. Lincoin, to 
whom was given the supreme opportunity 
to lead a race out of bondage, but it was rot 
given to him to see the outcome of the contest 
from the beginning. 


Gave New Definition to “ Liberty.” 

“ Those who fought in the long ago for 
lHberty had little conception of what liberty 
means today. In the midst of the civil war 
Abraham Lincoln said: “The: world is in 
need of a good definition of the word “ liber- 
ty." America has given this splendid word 
a better definition than is found elsewhere. 
It has @ more far reaching and greater sig- 
nificance than it had fifty years ago. The 
flag of the republic is the symbol of a liberty 
larger and more beneficent than was con-

Christitch had been called generally to the 
palace during the last thirty years whenever 
the kings of Servia found themselves in an 
exceptionally difficult situation.

* Have you perhaps come to.form a new 
cabinet?’

King Alexander received Mr. Vukashin in 
great agitation and irritation. He told him 
simply that he then had no time to listen to 
him, and dismissed him somewhat ungra- 
ciously in a few minutes. The minister felt 
so humiliated and offended that he went 
home and wrote his resignation. . 
On July 20 Dr. Viadan on his journey from 
Zurich to Lucerne received a telegram from 
his.locum tenens, Vukashin, stating that he 
had resigned and begging him to return at 
once. Viadan. wired to King Milan at Carls- 
bad and asked him if he knew what was tak- 
ing place in Belgrade. Dr. Viadan and King 
Milan wired that day to each other in ciphers, 
but they could not decipher their dispatches 
with the cipher books which King Alex- 
ander’s. secretary Wad given them. Losing 
most precious time in unsuccessful decipher- 


ing, both .were annoyed, but they did not 


suspect that by the king’s orders they were 
given wrong books. Even this smail detail 
was foreseen. At last on July 21 King Milan — 
Viadan, in an open telegram, 
that he had received from the home minister, 
Genchitcn, an urgent. request tol return at 
once to Servia, “ but secretly.” ‘To return 
was not compatible with my duty. I there- . 
fore refused the request and asked for iptor- 
mation by letter.”’ 

A little later, on the same day, Dr. Viadan 


received in Lucerne the following telegram: 


“The king has decided to marry Draga Ma- 
shin. The government has resigned, feeling 
unable to prevent that catastrophe for the 
country and dynasty. Vukashin.”’
